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Description 

The invention relates to auxiliary lenses for attach- 
ing to the eyeglasses. 

Typical spectacle frames known for example by JP- 
A-07 128 620 include a magnetic material secured to 
the peripheral portion or the side portion for attaching 
an auxiliary frame to the spectacle frame. The auxiliary 
frame includes a magnetic strip for engaging with the 
magnetic materia! of the spectacle frame. However, the 
auxiliary frame may be easily disengaged from the 
frames when the users are jumping. In addition, the 
magnetic materials are embedded in the frames such 
that the frames should be excavated with cavities for en- 
gaging with the magnetic members and such that the 
frames are weakened. 

The invention is to provide an auxiliary frame which 
may be stably engaged on the frames. 

As claimed, an eyeglasses device comprises a 
spectacle frame and an auxiliary frame for supporting 
lenses, the spectacle frame including two first magnetic 
members and two side portions, each of said side por- 
tions having an extension for pivotally coupling a leg, 
the auxiliary frame including two arms each securing a 
respective second magnetic member for engaging with 
a respective one of said first magnetic members 

According to the invention, the spectacle frame in- 
cludes two projections each secured to the rear part of 
a respective one of said two side portions and each se- 
curing a respective one of said first magnetic members, 
each arm of the auxiliary frame engages over the upper 
part of a respective one of said two side portions each 
arm being supported on the upper part of a respective 
one of said two side portions to prevent the auxiliary 
frame from moving downward relative to the spectacle 
frame. 

FIGS. 1 and 2 are front views of a spectacle frame 

and of an auxiliary frame respectively; 

FIGS. 3 and 4 are top views of the spectacle frame 

and the auxiliary frame respectively; 

FIG. 5 is a front view of the frame combination; 

FIG. 6 is a top view of the frame combination; and 

FIG. 7 is a cross sectional view taken along lines 

7-7 of FIG. 6. 

In FIGS. 1 to 4, an eyeglass device comprises a 
spectacle frame 10 and an auxiliary frame 20 for sup- 
porting lenses. The spectacle frame 10 includes two ex- 
tensions 11 extended from the side portions for pivotally 
coupling two legs 12. The spectacle frame 10 includes 
two projections 1 3 secured to the side portions for sup- 
porting magnetic members 14. The auxiliary frame 20 
includes two side portions each having an arm 21 en- 
gaged with the upper portion of the spectacle frame 10 
(FIGS. 5 and 6). The auxiliary frame 20 includes two 
magnetic members 22 secured to the arms 21 for en- 
gaging with the magnetic members 1 4 such that the aux- 



iliary frame 20 may be stably supported on the spectacle 
frame 10, best shown in FIGS. 5 and 6. 

The arms 21 are engaged on the spectacle frame 
10 for stably supporting the auxiliary frame 20 on the 
5 spectacle frame 1 0. The auxiliary frame 20 will not move 
downward relative to the spectacle frame and will not 
be easily disengaged from the spectacle frame when the 
users are jumping. The magnetic members 14, 22 are 
not embedded in the frames 10, 20 such that the 
io strength of the frames 10, 20 will not be decreased. 

In FIG. 7, the projections 1 3 and the magnetic mem- 
bers 14 are located lower than the upper portion of the 
spectacle frame 10; and the end portions of the arms 21 
and/or the magnetic members 22 extend downward to- 
is ward the projections 1 3 such that the arms 21 and the 
magnetic members 22 may hook on the spectacle frame 
10 and such that the auxiliary frame 20 may further be 
stably supported and secured to the spectacle frame 1 0.

Claims 
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1 . An eyeglasses device comprising a spectacle frame 
(10) and an auxiliary frame (20) for supporting lens- 
es, the spectacle frame (1 0) including two first mag- 
netic members (14) and two side portions, each of 
said side portions having an extension (11) for piv- 
otally coupling a leg (12), the auxiliary frame (20) 
including two arms (21) each securing a respective 

30 second magnetic member (22) for engaging with a 
respective one of said first magnetic members char- 
acterized that the spectacle frame (10) includes two 
projections (13) each secured to the rear part of a 
respective one of said two side portions and each 

35 securing a respective one of said first magnetic 
members (14), each arm (21 ) of the auxiliary frame 
(20) engages over the upper part of a respective 
one of said two side portions, each arm (21) being 
supported on the upper part of a respective one of 

40 said two side portions to prevent the auxiliary frame 
(20) from moving downward relative to the specta- 
cle frame (10). 

2. An eyeglasses device according to claim 1 , wherein 
45 the projections (1 3) and the first magnetic members 

(14) are secured to the lower part of the side por- 
tions of the spectacles frame (10), the second mag- 
netic members (22) are extended downward for 
hooking on the spectacle frame (1 0) so as to further 
50 secure the auxiliary frame (20) to the spectacle 
Irame (10).

nes entsprechenden der beiden Seitenabschnitte 
befestigt sind und jeweils ein entsprechendes der 
ersten Magnetelemente (14) befestigen, wobei je- 
der Arm (21 ) der Zusatzfassung (20) uber einen 
entsprechenden des oberen Tells eines entspre- 
chenden der beiden Seitenabschnitte in Eingriff 
steht, wobei jeder Arm (21 ) auf dem oberen Teil ei- 
nes entsprechenden der beiden Seitenabschnitte 
gehaltert ist, um zu verhindern, daB sich die Zusatz- 
fassung (20) in bezug auf die Brillenfassung (10) 20 
nach unten bewegt.

(14), chaque patte (21 ) de la monture auxiliaire (20) 
s'accroche sur la portion sup6rieure de Tune res- 
pective desdites deux parties laterales, chaque pat- 
te (21 ) etant supported sur la portion superieure de 55 
Tune respective desdites deux parties laterales afin 
d'empecher la monture auxiliaire (20) de descendre 
par rapport a la monture de lunette (10).
